Facts and Figures of Interest to Southern 
Readers—The Localities Benefitted 
by Appropriations. _» 


Wasuixatox, October 24.—[Special, J—Now 
Ghat congress has adjourned it will be of inter- 
pat to give a concise statemeht of the results of 
the session, locally considered. In the matter 
ef appropriations this session shows a more 
liberal record than is the usual case, and pro- 
vision has been made for a number of public 
works. ‘Ihe following is an accurate and com- 
plete account of all of the governmental eX- 
nditures authorized during the past session, 
ponfining the list to Georgia and vicinity. 

In the matter of public buildings, the follow- 
ing is the complete statement: 

To improve and repair the courthouse and 

toffice in Atlanta, $120,000; completion of 
sourthouse and postoflice at Augusta, $100,000;

To an Enthusiastic Gathering of Democrats 
in Charleston. 


: CHARLESTON, 8. C., October 24.—[Spec- 
ial.}—The democratic mass meeting here to- 
night attracted a large crowd. Possibly over 
five thousand people were gathered in front of 
the city hall. Bands of music and electric 
lights made the scene A@memorable one. Sen- 
ator Gray, of Delaware, and Senator Ransoin, 
of North Carolina, who were expected. did 
not appear. General Izlar, state chairman, 
presided, and introduced Senator Hampton, 
whose appearanee was a signal for applause, 
which lasted several ninutes. 

Among other things, Senator Hampton ro- 
calied the fact that when the struggling state 
government needed material aid, Charleston 
came forward promptly, and* paid the first 
taxes to the Hampton governinené ‘He could 
nover forget that. he said, and the state could 
never forget it. He had seen in the newspa- 
pers that the Charleston democrats had been 
branded as cowards, because they killed no 
niggers in ’75. [Laughter and applause.] 
He wanted to say that if anybody was 
to blame for the fact that no negroes 
were killed in Charleston in 1876, he was the 
one. It was his earnest wish expressed to the 
people through her friend, the late General 
Jas. Connor, that the fight should be a consti- 
tutional one and ior this reason he besought 
the people of Charieston to hold their hands. 
He free!y assumed the responsibility ofaltthat 
took place in Charleston in 1876. If the peo- 
p-e of Charleston were cowards in 1876 he Was 
the coward who led them. Senater- Hampton 
also said that he regarded the primagy plan of 
Nomination, adopted by some of the counties 
in this state. asa great misfortune. The de- 
fect in the system was that after the primaries 
Were over, agreat many d@mocrats ceased to 
take any further interest in the election and 
hence the general apathy on election day. 
There might be objections to the convention 
pian of nominations, said he, but none that

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WHICH ISTHE SENSATION IN SOUTH 
CAROLINA. 
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The Discovery Made by Two Well Diggers— 
Confirming a Theory Which; Had 
n Previously Advanced. 


CHARLEsTON, 8. C., October 24.--[Specfal.] 
The discovery of a phenomena which indica+ 


ning from the mountains of Virginia through 
North and South Carolina has been noted in 
these dispatches. Recent additional discover- 
ies scem to confirm this theory. 

The latest is reported from Black’s Station, 
& town in this state almost on a direct line 
from Raleigh, N. C., through Laurens and’ 
Abbeville counties, At Black's two farmers 
named Byer, who live there, were engaged in 
digging a well on their farm, which is on line 
of theC.C.& C.R. KR. The story they tell is 
as follows: 

“Atadepth of twenty feet they struck a 
limestone formation which gave out $a hollow 
sound under the tools used. In further pro- 
gress of the work a few feet of the stone had 
been removed, and a workman striking the 
point of the bar forcibly into an apparent seam 
in the rock, was surprised, first to see a hole 
open under him, and see his bar disappear 
wholly from signt. The rush of air following 
this break through the may be roof of a large 
cave or cavern, was accompanied by a loud 
noise, and continned into the next day. The 
workmen wereterrified, and hastily leaving 
the well, refused to return to the work. 

Later the depth of the hdle was attempted to 
be measured by use of a long-pole, but it 
failed to reach anything solid, and when 
dropped gave back no sound to those who lis- 
tened at the opening. In this connection it is 
remenibered that a well dug upon the north- 
west side of Whittaker mountain, some years 
avo, was abandoned for the same reason, the 
discovery ofalarge cavern, without apparent 
bottom. Parties familiar with the rock forma- 
tion of this section, say they are probable open- 
ings into one of the same hollow places, 
extending under andthrough the mountain. 
Whether this is a mammoth cave or subterra- 
nean river remains to be proven. An iryvesti- 
gation will be had at once.

George came in and 
took the potato out and Started to eatit. His 
mother objected to this, and she told -him to 
put it back,that it was for her grandson. George 
told her he did not have any potatoes. 
She told him he was a liar in a joking way, 
He told her sie must not call a mana lan, 
She told him he was not a man. He replied 
by saying she was a liar. She told him he 
inust notcall hera liar. He repeated that she 
was, and added avile epithet. Patsey tnen 
picked up a chair and told him she would 
break his head. As sbe said this she advanced

to strike him, and he took up a double-barrel 
shotgun stmiding near by and cocked both 
barrels and aimed it ather. A negro boy in 
the room jumped between them and attempted 
to get George to put up the guy. George 
refused, but lowered the left ham- 
mer. lis mother thought he had 
lowered both hammers, and again advanced on 
him with the chair. “George raised the gun to 
his shoulder and fired, the contents of the right 
barrel entering her abdomen, and making a 
terrible wound through which the bowels 
protruded.

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DISCUSSING THE COLORED PROBLEM. 


Tho American Missionary Society in 
Session, 

PrRovipence, R.I., October 24.— Rain did 
not prevent a large attendance at 
the forenoon of the forty-second anniversary 
of the American missionary society. After 
prayer meeting, led by Rey. R. B. Howard, 
secretary of the socictv, Mr. Strobey read a 
paper upon *‘American freedmen and African 
evangelization,’’ in which he showed that the 
recent experieuce ofthe European and Ameri- 
ean mission in Africa indicate that the negrois 
likely to prove able to resist the effects of mala- 
rious climate and the effective missionaries in 
other respects. 

At theafternoon session, Rev. Dr. Sturdi- 
vaut made an address in which he said that 
soine one should teach the colored people of the 
south the idea of brotherheod (not equality). 
The southern whites ought to be the first 
in such work. The white race, asa whole, is 
sitting on the safety valve. 

Rev. Dr. Brandat made the closing address, 
his subject being the *“‘Church and the Color 
Line.’’ He said thatthe church must exter- 
minate the color line or be itself demoralized, 
corrupted and enfeebvled. One or the other 
must go to the wall. The caution of the 
“Sermon onthe Mount’ must be applied freely 
and constantly to it, or 1t will corrupt and de- 
stroy our life. 

At the evening meeting three colored men 
spoke. 

iirst, Rev. Joseph E. Smith, of Chattanooga. 
Teun., spoke about the evils of caste to the 
colored race. He described the gross injustice 
which educated and refined colored people 
have to endure everywhere in the south. 

President Taylor told of the colored dele- 
gate to the worid’s missionary conference in 
London, Who was for ten days the guest of 
Lady Kinnard, and said he never knew any- 
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thinz of color-cas'e feeling before coming to | 


America. He thought this prejudice is deeper 
than color, thatit is a matterof race.

Surgeon-General Hamilton Makesa Sugges- 
tion. 

W ASHINGTON, October 24.-Surgeon-General 
Hamilton has written to the governor of Flor- 
ida suggesting the enactment ofa law by the 
legisiature, which meets next month, for the 
establishment of a state board of health and 
auxiliary boards in each of the counties, for 
the better sanitary protection of thestate. He 
submits the draft of a bill tomeet that object. 
This provides that the state board shall con- 
sist of five members, to be appointed by the 
governor, by and with the advice and consent 
of the state senate, and that county boards 
shall consist of three members each. The 
state board is empowered to prepare and en- 
force rules and regulations to prevent. the in- 
troduction and spread of epidemic-diseases, 
the management of quarantine inspection, sta- 
tions, etc.

REV. MR. STONE’S DEFENSE. 


Charged by Certain Churechmen with Gross 
Immorality—His Views Upon 
Social Questions. 


MontTGomery, Ala., October 24.—[Special.] 
Considerable stir was caused in church circles 
here today by a sensational card published in 
the Advertiser this morning by Rev. Edward 
A. Stone, now of St. Louis, Mo., and formerly 
pastor of the Second Baptist church of Mont- 
gomery. Stone came here about two years 
ago, and was called to the pastoral charge of 
the Second church. In afew months it was 
given out by members of the church that the 
color of the pastor’s views on political and 
social matters were not in sweet accord with 
those of his flock. About a year ago his resig- 
nation was asked for, tendered and accepted. 
Soon afterward a card, signed by Rev. Dr. M. 
IB. Wharton, pastor of the First Baptist church, 
and several members of the Second church, 
was published, recommending Stone to other 
churches. 

Last spring Stone left Montgomery and 
went into north Alabama and Tennessee, and 

raveled on a book agency. He spent a while 

in Birmingham, and the keeper of a boarding 
house there wrote a letter to the editor of the 
Alabama Baptist, stating that Stone was in 
Birmingham with a woman of questionable 
characier; that they occupied adjoining rooms 
and he, Stone, was seen in the woman’s apart- 
ment at an unseasonable hour of the night. 
The names of witnesses were given to substan- 
tiate this statement. 

In the card printed today, Stone says:

Bloody Times in Panama. 

PANAMA, October 16.—Advices received by 
the steamer Moselle, which arrived at Aspin- 
wall on the 10th instant from Hayti, state that 
never before has Port au Prince passed such a 
night as that of September 28th. The night, 
to begin with, was dreadfully dark, the 
heavens being a mass of black clouds, with an 
occasional flash of lightning. Kevolution was 
abroad. The fire commened at7:°0 p. m., and 
Gannon and gatling guns of the palace dil dreade 
ful execution, as did alsothe shot from the big 
guns on Fort Alexander, which clashed through 
the buildings, destroying everything and 
everybody with which they came in contact. 
The firing lasted up to 6 a. m. of the 29th. 
These advices say that as far as had been as- 
certained three hundred persons were killed 
and over five hundred wounded, including 
many women and children. Among the 
notable persons killed were, besides General 
Seide Telemaque, Charles Borno and Ducasse. 


The King’s American Favorites. 
BERLIN, October 24.—It is stated that the 
king of Wurtemburg was accompanied to Nice 
by his American favorites. Munich papers, 
giving an acconnt of the matter, were contis- 
cated on reaching Stuttgart. 


Crushed to Splinters. 

RALEIGH, N. C., October 24.—([Special.}— 
There was a remarkable and perhaps fata! ac- 
cident at Wilmington last hight. Henry 
Harris, night watchman of the Wilmington, 
Columbia and Augusta freight yard, climed 
into an open freight car to shield himself 
from the rain, in a car where car wheels were 
stacked. A few minutes later the freight 
cars came down the track, striking the car 
with such force as to throw seven of the heavy 
wheels upon Harris. His leg caught under 
them, and was crushed from the-hip joint to 
the foot. The limb is literally crushed to 
splinters.

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THE TRIAL OF PARNELL. 
The Attorney General Wastes Another Day 
| With His Speech. 

Lonpon, October 24.—When the Parnell? 
commission resumed its sitting today, Sir 
Thomas Russell, counsel for Mr. Parnell, said 
that in addition tothe forged Parnell letters, 
the Times’ professional letters, alleged to have 
been written by Dillon, Biggar and other Par- 
ne!lite members of parliament. These had nos 
yet been disclosed. 

The Times’ counsel objected to producing om 
the ground that the Times did not gain posses 
sion of them until after the opening of the 
O'Donnell action against the Times, but the 
documents were material to the present case 
and ought to be produced. 

Mr. Soames, solicitor for the Times, had 
filed in aflidavit aflirming that the Times had 
received the documents from an American 
naned Roberts. On examination it had been — 
discovered that some of the letters were 
genuine,and therefore they had not been 
in the O’ Donnell case. 

This candid statement; admitting that somes 
body had been supplying the Times with 
forged letters, had a direct bearing, said Sir 
Charles, upon the Parnell Eagan forgeries, 
The documents that Mr. Soames had retained 
must, therefore, be produced. 

Attorney-General Webster, for the Timey 
held that the documents demanded were noé 
material to the issue. The aftidavit of Soames, 
he said, showed clearly that somebody had been 
trying to trick the Times, and knowledge of 
the trick had beencommunivcated to Parnell’s 
svlicitor, Probably, in the course of the case, 
the court would hear who it was who tried thie 
on. Thecourt could see the documents if it 
desired, but he emphatically protested that 
these who had advised Sir Charles Russell of 
the oxistence of the documents knew perfectly 
well that they were not material to the issue, 

Sir Charles Russell—How could it be said 
that the documents were not material whem 
the whole truth was wanted about these and 
other forgeries. There appeared to be a fac 
tory of forgeries in obeyance to the market of 
supply and demand. The court ought to in- 
sist upon the production of every one of them. 

The court thereupon directed the documents 
to be produced. 

Sir Charles Russell next asked for the pars 
ticulars of the charges against Parnell and the 
other members of parliament involved in the 
race. 

Ilere Michael Davitt arose and claimed the 
right to appear for himself. 

The court assented. 

Justice Hannen, president of the commis 
sion, then said in response to Russell’s re 
quest for particulars, that it was not necessary 
thatall the details should be given. The 
court was of the opinion that the particulars 
were being given which were required. 

The attourney general informed the court 
that the other side still continued to ignore 
the order for the production of the league's 
bank books, 

Justice Hannen intimated that if the refusal 
to produce the books was final, the court 
would have recourse to its powers to compel 
their production. 

Attorney-General Webster then continued 
the presentation of the Times’ case, making @ 
further review of the articles on ‘‘Parnellism 
and Crime.” He quoted from the letter of 
Patrick Eagan, in which the the writer sent 
fifty pounds for the payment ®of the men whe 
had committed outrages, and said that evi- 
dence would be advanced to prove thaf Pare 
nell knew that Eagan had supplied Sheridan 
and Boyton with funds to enable them to pro- 
mote outrages. fe would not $0 g- 
gest that Parnell knew the particular 
individuals whe were to be attacked, but 
he did knew that outrages were part of the 
league’s system. Trior to the Phoenix park 
murders, Parnell neither did nor said anything 


in condemnation of the crime commutted by 
members of the league. When Parnell ape 
peared in the witness box he would.ask him 
what hehad ever done to put down aets of 
violence before May, 1882, the month in which 
the Pheonix park murders oceurred. The 
issue, after the murders, of a manifesto repro 
bating them, signed by Parnell. Dillon and 
Davitt was only done under necessity. It 
would be proved by Captain O’Shea that 
Parnell objected to sign the manifesto, 
and that he signed it finally with 
reluctance. Captain O'Shea acted as medium 
in the negotiations with Parnell for the sup- 
pression of the outrages. When the question 
arose regarding Parnell’s control of his com- 
races, Parnell declared that there were some 
men who must be let out of prison, and he 
named Brennan, late secretary of the league, 
ag one of those who must either be kept out of 
Ireland orin prison. Thecourt, said the at- 
torney-general, could draw its own conclue 
sions As to what Parnell knew 
of Brennan’s connection with crimes, 
Parnell, continued the attorney-general, alse 
advised that Sheridan and Boyton be allowed 
to return to [reland,as they could control those 
who were engaged in the commission of crimes. 
All. this showed that Parnell had a thorough 
knowledge of the series of violence. The 
attorney-general further accused Parnell of 
possessing criminal knowledge regarding the 
use of vast funds by the league for criminal 
purposes. The accounts published bY the 
Dublin Freeman’s Journal gave the recetpts of 
the land league from October, 187), to October, 
1831, as 144,590 pounds. Only 44,877 pounds 
of this sum was accounted for. How was 
the remaining 100,900 pounds applied?. Did 
Parnell know the uses to which this larze sum 
was devoted? Was it so expended that its 
distributors did not dare to give an open state- 
ment? If the league was a constitutional 
association, why should its book be removéd 
to London, there to disappear? Some items 
of account could be traced, which disclosed 
Parnell’s relations with murderous associa- 
tions, For instance, a check for 100 pounds 
sent to Byrne, and one for 35 pounds sent to 
Quinn. The attorney general was then pro- 
ceeding to expand upon the support received 
by the Parnellites from the Trish World when 
the court adjourned for the day. 

The attorney-general’s method of presenting 
his case is patiently submitted to by the court, 
the judges having determined, in aceordance 
with usage, to permit counsel in their open-. 
ing addresses to follow their own line. Pub 
lic interest iu the case has begun to wane under 
the influence of the attorney-general’s prolix 
exposition. He never was a brilliant speaker, 
and the weight of the case appears to have 
crushed what capacity for laminous statement 
he ever had. Besides an utter absence of 
points, his dreary presentation of the Times 
stale charges is befogged by the discriminating 
way in which he seeks to arrange the facts 
which he offers in support of his assertions. 

In attempting to renew the history of Par- 
nell and the league, instead of developing the 
sequences of events as they happened, he 
passed from incident to incident. without re- 
gard to the sequence of either time or circum- 
stance. The general impression is growing 
that the Times case is weaker even than its 
enemy imagined. and that the task confided 
to the attorney-general is beyond his powers. 
Should he continue at bis present speed, an- 
other week will not sce the end of his speech. 
Today he brougit his story of the leaguo’s 
misdoings only np to 1882. The lack of con- 
cern shown by the public disappoints the news- 
papers, which had made unusual preparation 
for reporting the proceedings and for increased 
circulation. The sale of the evening papers 
are entirely unaffected by the trial,

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fwo Families Arraigned Against Each 
Other—There Has Veen Blood Sked, and 
More Looked For. 

Grirvin, October 24.—[Special.J—Will Sul- 
fivan has shot John Wilson. 

This startling and sad news was received in 
Griffin yesterday. To those who were ac- 
quainted with the parties, the intelltgence 
was nota surprise. A feud has been existing 
mg between the Wilsons and Sulivans for 
several years and has been growing in hatred 
and intensity, Cyrus R. Wilson, the father of 
John Wilson, lives about one mile west of 
Hollanville, in Pike county. He is the owner 
of over one thousand acresof land, and has 
around him, as tenants, a large number of 

ple, both white and black. He sits upon 
ee and commanding veranda and rules 
ie little estate with a strong and 
termined hand. His. tenants’ cause, 
whether right or wrong, is his care, and he 
maintains them with all the vigor of a robust 
and tyrannical manhood. : 

Just one mile further on, and adjoining the 
Wilson acres, the magnificent lands of the 
Sullivans begins, and stretches for miles, even 
cown to and across the Flint river bottoms. 
**he Sullivans are wealthy, and the family 
sonsists of H.G. Sullivan, the father, Will 
Sullivan and Clark. Will Sullivan, the slayer 
¢f young Wilson, by industry and economy, 
pas added to the estate of his father. He is a 

jet, inoffensive man, given somewhat to 

asting. Three-or four years ago, Will Sulli- 
van sold a negro tenant of Wilson a 
buggy for forty dollars on time. In the 
fall of the year Sullivan sued the negro and 
abtained a judgment, the buggy was levied 
@pon and Wilson belicved the negro was being 
badly treated from some cause, had him to file 
en afiidavit of illegality and signed his bond. 
She negro lost the case, judgment was ob- 
tained on the bond, avd Wilson’s property 
was leyicd upon. Wilson became violently 


angry atthisand filed a bill of injunction , 


against the sale. In his bill Wilson allege 
that Sullivan had obtained the judgment by 
perjury, that he had been guilty of subordina- 
tion of perjury, and made divers other libel- 
Jovs charges. The bill was dismissed for want of 
equity. Sullivan then sued Wilson for slander. 
After many continuances, during all of 
which time the anger of each party was grow- 
{ng in intensity and bitterness, the case was 
tried at the October term, 1887, of the Pike 
superior court, and Sullivan obtained a verdict 
for £500. Wilson appealed te the supreme 
court and the judgment of,the lower court was 
reversed on the ground that the billin which 
the slanderous words were used were a privi- 
ledge communication. This elated Wilson 
very much and soon afterward a new trouble 
broke out betwee him and Sullivan in refer- 
ence toaline fence. Wilson took the law in 
Lis own hands ard he in company with his two 
sons cut the fence down. Sullivan prosecnted 
them at tie present October term of the court 
and convicted the three of malicious mischief, 
and the .Wilsons was fined‘ an aggregate 
amount of S500. C. R. Wilson when 
sentenced - stood up in  <¢éourt and 
aaid he and his sons had _ been 
convicted by false swearing anda pack of liars. 
The feeling of bitterness and haired was now 


at fever heat, ana it has been reported that 17 


the Wilsons and Will Sullivan were carrying 
weapons for each other. Yesterday John 
Wilson and Will Sullivan met in the road 
near Hollenville, a few words were passed, 
weapons wero drawn and the result was that 
Wilson was shot dead.

A LIBERTY COUNTY MAN ATTACKED 
BY TWO NEGROES, 


The Unfortunate End of John fluffman in 
Macon—Items of Interest from the Cen- 
tral City. 

Macon, Ga., October 24.—[{Special.]—Mr. 
Z. . Hall, of Johnston Station, Liberty coun- 
fy, arrived in town this afternoon and relates 
how two negroes, John McGhee and James 
Grice, waylaid and robbed him yesterday 
morning near Juliette, on the East Tennessee 
road, a few miles above Macon. He had been 
at work near Birmingham and left Atlanta 
early Friday morning for Juliette. He says 
that there were numerous saw mills between 
Maconand Juliette. While walking up the 
track he was accosted by the negroes, and 
presently McGhee struck Hall several severe 
licks over the head with a’stick, and he was 
soon overpowered. The thieves robbed his 
pockets of fifteen or twenty dollars 
and then broke open his valise and took 
what they desired of its contents. They 
then fled and in their course 
up the track was a creek, at which was work- 
ing a bridge gang of men, and the negroes fear- 
ing arrest, took to the woods, and after acir- 
cuit, again appeared on the track above the 
creek. The bridge men had been informed of 
the attack and robbery and they started in 
pursuit of the highwaymen, and they were 
soon captured. Mr. Rk. 58. Williams 
telegraphed about the arrest to Chief 
of Police Wiley, thinking that the negroes 
might be the two fugitives from South Caro- 
lina, for whom a reward of $200 is offered, 
Officer Palethorpe went to Juliette this morn- 
ing to identify the negroes, but they were not 
the Carolina couple.

The police and reporters were quickly astir.

qHE TERMINAL COMPANY'S HISTORY 
AND ORGANIZATION. 


Talk About Sulte Against the Terminal 
Company—GeneralAlexander’s Opinion —

The Richmond Terminal company, whi h 
now controls about 7,000 miles of railroad 
traversing the region from the Atlantic coast 
to the Mississippi, has a peculiar history.

In one of the most bril- 
liant Wall street campaigns on record the Ter- 
minal stockholders secured a majority of the 
Danviile stock, called an election and put 
their own directors in control of the Danville 
company. Completely reversing the relations 
of the two corporations, the tailas it were _be-

Subsequently control of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia system of 1,608 miles 
svas obtained. This was in January, 1887.

The troubles and controversies in France 
ought to possess a tremendous importance 
forthe people of this country. But do 
they? Dv Americans regard the pathetic 
attempts of France to fashion a republic 
suited tothe necessities and desires of her 
citizens as anything more than a lot of stu- 
pendous jokes? It is to be feared not. And 
yet the French people are making a series 
of experiments that ought to be of intense 
interest to thost who believe in republican- 
ism and democracy. 

For many years, France has been making 


efforts to secure republican and democratic 


government. ‘The majority of these efforts 
have miscarried, but the idea—the vita] 
spirit—of republicanism hag prevailed, and 
the latest experiment that country is mak- 
ing will, if successful, bring it nearer to a 
people’s government than it has ever been. 

With one bundred years of success and 
prosperity behind them and & peaceful and 
prosperous prospect before them, the citi- 
zens of the United States can well afford to 
take some interest in the development of 
the democratic idea in other countries, The 
spirit of republicanism is no joke in France. 
It isa very serious affair. It manifested it- 
self ina practical way, when Lafayette.and 
other Frenchmen came to the assistance of 
the American people in their successful 
efforts to establish a republic. 

It must be admitted that the French at- 
tempts to fashion a republic have thus far 
been halting and cautious, but they have 
by no means been unfrultful. Education 
in that country has taken tremendous 


strides during the past few years, and the 
people have been seized with a sense of per- 


sonal responsibility that is very hopeful for 
the future. 

The great obstacle to the formation of 4 
genuine republic is the soctal and political 
corruption existing in Paris, and it will con-

The Bloody Mafia, 

In the investigation following the murder 
of Antonio Flacconioin New York ten days 
ago, Inspector Byrnes has developed the 
existence of the Mafia, a secret organiza- 
tion whose deeds surpass.anything in Wil- 
liam Black’s blood-curdling story of a se- 
cret order of the nihilists. 

The members of the Mafia are all natives 
of the island of Sicily, the home of the par- 
ent organization, from which the branches 
in New York and New Ozleans have sprung. 
The order is made up of forgers, counter- 
feiters, burglars, highwaymen, murderers 
and other criminals who are fugitives from 
justice, banded together for mutual assist- 
ance in evading the police. The members 
know each other by signs and pass words, 
and it is in their by-laws that a man should 
die rather than divulge the secrets of the or- 
der. 

Severai years ago Flacconio, Having . 
been arrested with several counterfeiters, 
turned state’s evidence and secured his own 
liberty and his comrades’ conviction. ‘Then 
he fled for his life and kept out of sight of 
the Mafia untilthe men he betrayed were 
dead. Then, thinking the danger past, he 
returned to his former haunts in New York. 
There, for seyerak years, he has been 
shadowed by the relentless executioners of 
the Mafia, who had been chosen by lot for 
their bloody work, and bound on pain of 
death to carry out the sentence. At last 
they found their opportunfty, and on Sun- 
day night, ten+lays ago, under the shadow 
of Cooper Union, Carlo Quarraro drove a 
dagger through Flacconio’s heart. 

After their bloody work, the cxecution- 
ers, Carlo and Vicenza Quarraro, locked 
arms and coolly walked away, leaving Flac- 
conio to die in the gutter. 

The Italian detectives who unearthed the 
horrible history of the crime, are doubtful 
of their abilityto catch the murderers who 
have a week’s start. It is thought the 
Quarraro brothers have gone to New Orleans. 

The Mafia is one of two secret organiza- 
tions of Italy, the Camorra, with headquar- 


Palermo, in Sicily. At one time the Camor- 
ra were 30,000 strong in Naples, and hada 
police of their own which was more effi- 
cient than the regular police and protected 
those who paid tribute. The grand council 
of the Comorristi, composed of twelve men, 
ruled Naples with a rod of iron from 1890 
to 1860, and through agents in banking and 
business houses and elsewhere, levied a tax 
of one-tenth of their intomes upon all classes 
of the population. Even the priests were 
compelled to pay tribute, and no one dared 
to refuse, for the penalty was a slash with a 
razor or death by a stab of the dagger. 

The Mafia, equally powerful in Sicily as 
the Camorra in Naples, differed from it in 
tapping the rich alone. From this organi- 
zation, it is said, the most expert counter- 
feiters of this country have come,

The indictment was returned yesterday, 

When the jury cenvened yesterday morning 
the shortage was brought up and the question 
carefully considered. A true bill had been 
drawn Zand returned §by a voto of the jury. 
There are two counts in the indictment. He 
is charged with embezzling $19,000 of the 
county’s money first and with disposing of 
$13,000 of the state’s money. 

No warrants have yet been issued, 

Mr. Wilson Knew of the indictment, and 
made no attempttoavoid it. Late in the 
aiternoon he went to his home, saying that he 
would be in the city again in the morning. 
He was not at all surprised at the indictment, 
and said: 

‘IT say, as I have always said, that I want a 
fair investigation, and don’t care how it 
comes. have no fears ofthe result of a 
trial.”’ 

Mr. Wilson talks freely about the defalca— 
tion, and makes no secret of the entire affair. 
He admits that he signed his name to checks 
officially for friends, but justified himself by 
saying that he had his individual money de- 
posited with the state’s money, 

Mr. Wilson will be found by the officers to 
whom the warrant is given. He will have no 
trouble in making the bond.

Interesting Gossip About the Future of the 
State Road. 

The gossip about the Terminal deal and its 
probable effect upon the railroad situation in 
Atlanta, was again the feature of conversation 
among railroad men yesterday, 

The discussions and opinions took a wide 
range, and THE CONSTITUTION’s detailed ac- 
count of the transfer was the authority in all 
matters of dispute that will crop out even 
among railroad men. 

There were no new developments in the loca} 
situation yesterday, but the excitement attend- 
ing the sensational turn of affairs had given 
way to a more thorough study of the probable 
future of‘roads already constructed, those now 
building and still others that as yet bave their 
existence only on paper. 

An alleged statement of President Seott, 
first published in the New York Tribune, was 
the foundation for many guesses as to the real 
extent to which the local roads will be affect- 
ed. President Scott is quoted as saying that 
the combination of which the Richmond Term- 
inal company is the head, would be able to dic- 
tate terms about rates, or the division of busi- 
ness in the southern states. 

Ani upon the carrying out of this policy, if 
within their desire or power, rests the value of 
the Western and Atlantic, the Chattanooga 
Romeé and Columbus, and other less important 
lines. 

The Western and Atlantic. 

Of the Western and Atlantic road and its 
future,a prominent railroad man said to a Con- 
STITUTION reporter:

dise shipped over that road and billed to At. 
lanta via Chattanooga. The Cincinnatj South : 
ern; taking}it for granted that all these roadg 
I have named were pooled in interest, would 
not turn that shipment over to the Western 
and Atlantic, but it would go totke Eas ene 
nessee. Now, why? Simply because the Ain. 
cinnati Southern could not afford to antagond 
ize a combination that conteliod 
the north-bound business out  g 
Atlanta and Georgia. If they 
did this, they would in turn lose all the busi. 
ness that could possibly be diverted from theiy 
road by the consolidated lines. This is just ag 
true of passenger as it is of freight trafic, and 
it would be simply a question of self-preservas 
tion for the roads upon which the Western and 
Atlantic has to depend for a large share of its 
business. Out of Atianta of course there is ng 
chance forthe Western and Atlantic as a 
competitor with the East Tennessee under the 
pool arrangements which will undoubtedly be 
made.”’ 

‘You mean then—’’ 

“{ mean this: Tho passenger business for 
the north and west, of which the Western and 
Atlantic has always secured the lion’s share 
heretofore, will go over the 
other roads, which, by thoir 
interest in the pool will have the benefit of the 
pool’s connection. Take, for ingtance, a party 
of travelers from North Carolina, bound for 
Memphis or some other western point. They 
buy their tickets at Charlotte, for exam»le. 
Those tickets will reed over the [as® 
Tennessee and Memphis and Charleston 
roads, beyond a doubt, So with the travel te 
Cincinnati and all other points where it is pos¢ 
sible for the pooled roads to cantrol the busig 
ness and sell tickets over their own lines,”’ 

‘That is rathera gloomy prospect for the 
State road as a piece of railroad property.” 

‘‘Yery naturally. As I said before, it is at 
the mercy of the Terminal combination, and 
should they decide to lease it—though I do not 
see of what possible benefit it would be te 
them—they are in a position to dictate the 
terms.”’ 

‘* What about its sale ?’’ 

“The very arguments that depreciate itg 
value for leasing hold good as to its value in » 
sale. It will either become a part of the Tere! 
minal system or else will have to rely upon & 
strictly local business. The Western an 
Atlantic does a heavy business of this charaoct 
ter, butit would not be as valuable undes 
those conditions, of course. In my opinion, i 
would have been better for all interesis had 
the road been sold years ago.” 

“What do you mean by saylng ‘better for all 
interests?’ ”’ 

“don’t believe in the ownership of rail 
roads by a state government, any more than 
do in their control by the national government, 
Such ownership is generally prejudicial, and 
you may take the case of the Marietta and 
North Georgia as an example, No one supe 
poses for 2 moment that the Marictta and 
North Georgia would have been denied the 
right of way into Atlonta had the interests of 
the state in the Western and Atlantic been 
purely a taxing one. Whatistrue of the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia may be said of othe# 
roads, inthis way. Knowing of the state’ 
ownership of the Western and Atlantic and it¢ 
likely opposition to parallel lines, roads tha 
woula have undoubtedly been built to Atlanta 
have been diverted.” 

“Can this be helped in any way ?”’ 

‘*There is a combination possible that would 
change the present prospects of the Westerg 
and Atlantic, and atthe sametime put ans 
other great system of railroadsin Atlanta.’ 

A Railroad Scheme. 

In answer to arequest for an, outline of thig 
combination, the railroader continued: 

‘*The Queen and Crescent system, so far as

Chattanooga, would be the most important 
factor in the proposed combination, and I will

A 
line to Florida would also make such a route 
attractive for winter travel, and as short as 
any of the others. Then, for southwest 

-ern business, while it would involve a longer, 
haul, the connection at Chattanooga, via the 
Western and Atlantic from Atlanta, would 
make this combination a strong competitor for 
the business of this section.” 

“Go over your plan once more, pleasé.”’ 

‘Now, look atthe map. Here is the ()ueen 
and Crescent system, running from Cincinnati 
to Shreveport, Texas. Now, here at Chatta- 
nooga, the system makes the best of connec- 
tions with the Western and. Atlantic, which

It is only a matter of $15,000 or $20,000. 

Something over a yearago Mr. Chaney came 
4, Atlanta an entire stranger. He was well 
gdvanced in years, and was a man of fine ap- 
pearance and good address. His white beard 
gnd hair created for him a confidence with 
hose whom he met. He brought with 
Lim letters of introduction to Mr. Marsh, 


of Moore, Marsh & Co, and others. The letters 


were given to New Yorkers of standing and 
character, andin a short time Chaney was ac- 
quainted with many of Atianta’s most promi- 
nent citizens and with every one of them he 
had created a most favorable impression. It 
was generally believed by his Atianta friends 
that Chaney had an ample fortune and that he 
had retired from active business, but that he 
was open to any legitimate scheme in which 
there was a chance to make a penny. He was 
represented as a member of the Gilbert Manu- 
‘acturing company, @ large concern in New 
York, and his fortune was stated variously 
rom $50,000 to $500,000. 

Some time after Chaney made his advent 
into Atlanta he began talking with Mr. Marsh 
about the Salt springs water, and after some 
time had obtained the exclusive privilege of 
bottling and selling the fluid. Then in a 
fow weeks an application for a charter 
for the Bowden Lithia Water company was 
filed inthe Douglas county court. The char- 
ter gaye Mr. Chaney the lion’s share of every- 
thing. Bottles were purchased, labels were 
printe d, machinery was put in and the bottling 
of the water was begun. Then the scheme 
was advertised and the water placed on sale. 

Realizing that Atlanta was the center for all 
commercial transactions, Chaney secured an 
office in the city. He did not think an entire 
building necessary, and obtained from Harry 
Frank, the ticket broker in the Republic 
block on Pryor street, a portion of the store. 
On the window Chaney had a handsome sign 
painted, and in the window he had a display 
of bottled water. Then, behind the counter 
he had a small fountain from 
which the water was supplied by the 
drink, while upon the counter he kept a show 
case stored with cigars. The place was at- 
tractive and those who wanted the water drop- 
ped nickles, dimes and other coin in Chaney’s 
till. 

The white bearded gentleman gave much of 
his time to his plant atthe springs. He pat- 
ronized the Georgia Pacilic railroad freely and 
nearly every day was both in Atlanta and at 
the spring. He always appeared to have plenty 
of money and early last spring began building

tened to an address from Grand Lecturer 
O’Keefe, of the Knights of Labor, that well 
repaid them for attendance. ad 

Several ladies were in attendance, and as the 
Knights of Labor organization presents no bar 
totheir admission, they were doubtless inter- 
ested in Mr. O’Keefe’s practical aud carnest 
address. 


Mr. O’Keefe was introduced by Dr. Curtis, 
master workman of district assembly No. 105, 
who briefly stated the purposes of Mr. 
O’Keefe’s address. Seated upon the stage 
were Messrs, Woodward, Sampson Booth.!and 
the master workmen of the local Kuights of 
Labor assemblies. 

Mr. O’ Keefe is a plain speaker, using lan- 
guage to convey his meaning that no one can 
fail to understand, and it is to be regretted 
that there are not more public speakers who 
have that recommendation. He indulges in 
no flights of orator, but makes his points 
with the convincing’ manner of 
a2 man who is telling what he 
belicves to be the truth, and expects his hear- 
ers to receive itas such, without any extra 
exertion on his part. ° 

_For over two hours he held the close atten- 
tion of his audience, and was generously ap- 
plauded. 

“His purpose,’”’ he said, ‘“‘was to make plain 
the aims and objects of the Knights of Labor,’”’ 
and he certainly succeeded. 

Not only did Mr. O’ Keefe do this, but in his 
discussion of the needs and demands of labor, 
he gave evidence of a thorough knowledge of 
the subject and a desire to better the condition 
of working men and women everywhere. 

While contending that organization was 
essential to the betterment of all classes 
of labor, Mr. O’Keefe did not 
indulge in that style of denunciation of all 
manner of corporate power and interest which 
has come tobe regarded as a necessary fea- 
ture with a few so-called labor champions. 

Of legislation, Mr. O’ Keefe said that labor 
only demanded that which was just, 
and the enactment of -such laws 
as ignore all classes and were for the good 
of common people, While on this topic the 
speaker took occasion to say that laws should 
be enacted that would afford better protection 
to workers in mines, factories and the other 
workshops of the world. Laws to abolish con- 
tract labor on public works, and for the arbi- 
tration of disputes concerning the hours or 
wages of labor, were also cited as a necessity. 

The growing evil of child labor was dis- 
cussed, and the speaker gave many instan¢es 
ofits blighting effect upon the growing gener- 
ation, The greatest objection to ‘‘child labor,” 
in the speaker’s opinion was the fact that it 
took away all the chances for education and 
the benetits of the country’s free school system 
were lost to the children. 

In regard to the treatment of convicts, the 
speaker urged reformatory measures, with 
employment and pay for the inmates of ali 
penal institutions. “Pay the convict equally 
as well as you would if he were a free man,’’ 
said Mr. O’Keefe. ‘Take out of his earnings 
whatit costs to feed and Keep him, and give 
the rest to his family, if he has one.”’ 

The speaker expressed himself as opposed to 
the present-national banking system, but said 
the laws were at fault, net thejmen who took 
advantage of the system made possible by 
them for the acquirement of money. 

He advocated the government ‘control of 
railroad and telegraph lines, and quoted the 
net profits of the railroads of the United States 
for 1887, at $321,000,000,
